Agricultural Societies bave invariably given a | 

at stimulus to improvements in husbandry 
fice department of industry is there so wide a | 
field for the application of knowledge and sci- | 
ence as in the cultivatiow of the sot and we know 
of no method so well culculated to diffuse useful | 
information as by agricultural societies, They | 
bring farmers tog rether, and they learn from the 
experience of each other. They teach scientific 
know ledge, and the practical application of it to 
the pursuits of business, The great object of 
husbandry should be to raise the greatest quan- 
tity from the least land at the cmallont expense; 
and this can only be done by using the accumu- 
lated wisdom of experrence. 

It is apparent to every observing man, that 
agricultural sociétes have had a benign influ- 
ence, pot only in facilitating the labors, and in- 
creasiog the profits of husbandry, but in improv- 
ing the intel jectual and moral condition of the 
people. The progress of improvement, in these | 
particulars, has probally been greater in Jeffer- 
son than in any other county inthe state, in the 
last twelve years, and durmg the successful oper- 
ation of her agricultural socety. As one braach 
of her F improv ements, I will mention, that in trav- 
l rough mest of the northern aod western 
« ountie %, me to the conclusion, after critical 
observation, that the horses in Jéfferson were
